Trained Guerrillas 


The Communists have at their 


disposal anywhere from 3,000 to 
.0,000 trained guerrilla com- 
mandos. They have anywhere 
rom 20 to 40 swift, Soviet-built, 
diesel-powered boats which can 
carry large teams southward 
or infiltration purposes. 


The expectation among the 


Americans is that the North Ko- 
reans will be probing soon for 
weak spots. One of the main 
aims, experts say, is to under- 
mine confidence in the South in 
its government, and to strike at 
the burgeoning economy here 
by frightening away foreign-in- 
vestors.

The seizing of the Pueblo by the North 


Koreans was an "act of war." Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk said back in the days 
before he was conceding that the United 
States couldn't after all prove that the 
Ptreblo had not invaded North Korean 
territorial waters. Then what was the 
attack upon the Liberty, also an American 
spy ship last summer?

Roman Catholics who have been ponder- 


ing the future of their parochial education- 
al system would do well to consider the 
advice presented in Appleton recently by a 
priest who is assisting nationally in the 
organization of Catholic school boards. 


The Rev. Msgr. O'Neil D'Amour. super- 


intendent of schools for the diocese of 
Harquette. Mich., says that parish educa- 
tion must follow the structure developed by 
the public school systems — school boards. 
Such a setup leaves some control in the 
hands of the lay people, and some of it in 
the hands of professional administrators. 
Although Father D'Amour warned that 
some of the problems which will occur 
would require time and possibly a change 
in. church leadership to work out, he 
maintains that Catholics cannot afford not 
to afford Catholic schools.

Use and Abuse of Drugs - and Alcohol 


~ ~ All sorts 
of Americans have 
been 


confused and concerned over the obvious 
growth of drug addiction or at least drug 
use in the'United States. While there has 
been 
a gradual increase in users of 


narcotics like heroin, the most serious 
change has been the trend toward halluci- 
nogens such as LSD or methedrine often 
called "speed." 


, .A New York Times survey and study 


indicates a couple of things which all 
Americans ought to take seriously. One of 
ttiem is that the move toward some drugs 
evidenced by hippies and other young 
people, particularly college students, may 
consciously or not be a parody of the mid- 
dle class Americans' reliance upon other 
drugs such as alcohol, nicotine and tran- 
quilizers. Another is that some deeper dis- 
trust of basic motivating forces in Ameri- 
can life may not be responsible for both 
such drug abuses. 


Defenders of drugs like marijuana insist 


that its use is no more serious than that of 
alcohol if not abused. The President's 
Crime Commission seemed to agree. "The 
risk of crime, accidents and suicide (and of 
ijndesireable physiological effects) are not 
likely to be greater than those associated 
with alcohol (and may be less)." Even the 
dVimes connected with the use of heroin are 
cjaused only indirectly by the drug in that 
ijsers must 
find 
a source of income. 


''Assaultive and violent acts, contrary to 
popular belief, are the exception rather 
than the rule for the heroin addict, whose 
drug has a calming and depressant effect." 
the Commission reported. Methedrine. on 
the other hand, gives its user extra energy 
which may result in violent acts. And there 
are a variety of other drugs which 
I he 


habitual users may try. ranging from glue 
Sniffing to morning glory seeds and with a 
Variety of effects.

Psychiatrists suggest that middle class 


Americans may feel the need for more 
alcohol or tranquihzers or even aspirin and 
Cigarettes because of a realization that two 
long held values of American society are no 
longer relevant.

as contributing to psychosis if used too 
heavily.

have tried LSD but estimates of users today 
hover around the 20.000 mark.

way since the 1948 "fiasco" in 
which pollsters assured the 
nation that Thomas E. Dewey 
would be elected president — 
but Harry S Truman 
was. 


Now, despite some grass-roots 
wariness about the accuracy

private pollster —who often 
gives advice as well as an 
analysis of his campaign.

NEW YORK (AP)—Pollster,

adds, "that a majority of his 
constituents are not sure who 
he is, or that he is thought to 
be a tool of labor unions or 
business interests." 


Now Accepted 


Twenty years ago, few mem- 


bers of Congress used private 
pollsters. Now 80 per cent of 
the candidates for the Senate 
employ them says Harris, and 
"the percentage for guberna- 
torial candidates is probably 
higher." B e c a u s e of their 
smaller-scale campaigns only 
about one-fourth of House can- 
didates hire pollsters. 


Private political s u r v e y s 


were still a novelty when John 
F. K e n n e d y commissioned 
Harris to conduct polls in 33 
states for his 1960 presidential 
campaign. Today no major 
presidential hopeful is without 
a private pollster. 


The big spurt in private 


political polling followed Har- 
ris' success in the Kennedy 
campaign. Harris, 47, had 
passed up a job as skipper of 
a sardine packer — he was a 
New England-based captain of 
a Navy tug in World War II— 
to join Elmo Roper's polling 
firm in 1946.

WASHINGTON — The polls 


are now reporting the impact 
on public opinion of the recent 
wave of enemy 
attacks in 


Vietnam. And the result seems 
to be a fog of confusion. 


But in fact the polls show- 


that while abrupt swings of 
opinion 
result 
from highly 


impressionistic 
reactions 
to 


ephemeral events, the underly- 
ing mood of the nation is 
steady and mild. There is a 
patience 
and understanding 


abroad that afford the Presi- 
dent maximum leeway to en- 
gage in the negotiations the 
other side is now pressing for. 


At first fiance, to be sure. 


the latest Gallup and Harris 
polls are bewildering. Indeed, 
the two polls seem to move in 
opposite directions. 


Thus George Fallup reports 


that approval of the 
Presi- 


dent's handling of the war has 
dropped from 39 to 35 per cent 
of the population Lou Harris 
reports that approval of the 
war.has risen from 61 to 74 
per cent of the country. 


Difference in Wording 


But that seemingly antithet- 


ical set of conclusions really 
serves to underline the critical 
importance of how questions 
are worded and when they are 
put. For the Gallup wording, 
by raising the issue of approv- 
al of the President, directed 
attention 
to

of 


Lyndon Johnson in a time of 
trouble. Unfairly perhaps but 
unmistakably. Mr Johnson is 
for many citizens a convenient 
focus for blame when things 
go wrong. And thus the Gallup 
poll reported a drop of more

President's standing. 


The Hams wording, by ris- 


ing the issue of support for the 
war. tended to direct attention 
to the soldiers in the field. In 
times of trouble, the American 
people do not go for the idea 


of 
throwing in 
the 
towel. 


Naturally the Harris poll re- 
ports a rise of nearly 20 per 
cent in support for the war. 


An almost identical consid- 


eration applies to the showing 
in both polls of a recent rise in 
hawkish opinion. In each case, 
the questions asked about a

military effort in Vietnam.

Inspiration From Nature 
Hooper Watercolors Need 
More Than Casual Glance 


NEENAH — The artist who 


keeps his eyes fixed firmly on 
the stars is missing some of 
Nature's m o s t challenging 
subject matter. 


This, in essence, is the 


lesson to be found in the 16 
watercolor and collage paint- 
ings currently being displayed 
by Helen Powell Hooper in the 
mam gallery of the Bergstrom 
Art Center. 


Instead of the bright red 


barns and V-shaped birds, the 
glittering 
snowscapes 
a n d 


sparkling seascapes that en- 
gage the energies of many, if 
not most Mid-western water- 
colorists. Mrs. Hooper, a na- 
tive of Manitowoc, derives her 
inspiration " q u i t e directly 
from 
nature. . .from the 


woods and swamps of Door 
County. 


"There is inexhaustible ma- 


terial," she explains "on the 
forest floor and in the lime- 
stone bluffs, fungus 
forms, 


lichens, roots, mosses, bark. 
There is pattern, too, and 
texture. And there is sound 
and motion, and an overall 
natural rhythm. . . 


"The 
new series, 
which 


makes up part of this show, is 
called 'The Woods of Time' " 


The H o o p e r watercolors, 


which will continue at the 
Bergstrom through next Sun- 
day, Feb. 25, are deceptive in 
the subtlety and variety of 
their composition, in their 
textural and tonal contrasts 
and relationships. 


At first glance, the viewer 


(this one, at any rate) is 
tempted to dismiss the paint- 
ings as logical, 
though inge- 


'Dious, variations on a single 
stylistic theme — highly per- 
sonalized and pleasant to look 
at. but hardly the sort of 
thing one would wish to Jive 
with. 


Then, gradually, as he stu- 


dies the individual works, he 
finds in them considerable 
sensitivity and charm, with 
fascinating harmonies of color 
and surface effects. 


The paintings do. indeed, 


evoke the c h a n g i n g and 
changeless life of the swamp 
— iridescent algae, floating on

This is a show that deserves 


more than a casual glance 
before passing judgment For 
Mrs. Hooper is an artist with 


a deep sensitivity to the life 
cycle of the humbler forms of 
life, and she is highly skilled 
in communicating that sensi- 
tivity to those who will listen.

than previously forecast, was 
partly a result of the UW 
campus at Green Bay. 


"The main reason for the 


campus is to reduce some of 
the pressures'' on the WSU-0 
and other area campuses, he 
said. 


Rothwell noted that a de- 


clining 
birth 
rate, 
evident 


nationally as well as in Wis- 
consin, will mean a leveling 
off of enrollments beginning 
around 1984. 


"To face this kind of a 


problem," Rothwell said, "we 
will have to be careful to 
anticipate this decline and not 
overbuild our institutions."

Angus Rothwell, executive di- 
rector of the Wisconsin Coor- 
dinating Council for Higher 
Education. 
The panel was 


moderated by Judge Lester

Hollander said the future of 


higher education must be ex- 
amined from all points of 
view, including that of "John 
Q. Citizen, who has to pay for 
it, 


Severest Increase 


"This year, I think we've 


had the severest increase in 
property taxes of any year I 
can remember," the veteran 
state senator told those as- 
sembled. 


He 
attributed 
the 
rising 


costs in part to increased 
teacher salaries throughout 
the state and higher educa- 
tional costs in general 


"The impact of the voca- 


tional and technical educa- 
tional schools was also very 
great," he said, noting that it 
amounted to an average of 
$1.65 per $1,000 in taxes this 
year. 


"The costs have 
been

heavy burden," 
he 
noted, 


"and people haven't been very 
soft in letting others like me 
know that 
there must 
be 


something wrong somewhere. 


The senator cited increased 


support for medical education, 
students enrolling in out-of- 
state schools, support to less- 
en the local property 
tax 


burden, and aid to private 
schools as areas where the 
state will be called on to give 
more financial support in the 
future. 


"Where 
will 
the

come from?" the senator ask- 
ed, noting the federal govern- 
ment has exhausted the possi- 
bilities in the area of income 
tax revenue. 


"Sales 
tax 
revenue," he 


said, "may be the hope for 
the future if we are going to 
provide

for 
higher 


education." Hollander 
noted 


that Wisconsin's 3 per cent 
sales tax on certain items was 
far 
below the 5 per cent 


across-the-board rate in Cali- 
fornia. 


Rothwell also said Wiscon- 


sin is not receiving the fullest 
possible federal aid in com- 
parison with other states. 


He also cited Wisconsin's 


lower rate of per capita debt, 
which indicates "we are living 
better than ever before and 
it's going to be a matter of 
determining h o w we will 
spend our money in the best 
way possible." 


Edward Kelly, executive di- 


rector of the Oshkosh Area 
Chamber of Commerce, sug- 
gested the idea of federal tax- 
sharing on the local and state 
levels, w i t h o u t designating 
them for a specific purpose. 


Hollander said the idea had 


merit, but that the financial 
burden of the Vietnam War 
makes it impossible 


"But I think we should look 


at the idea hard, right now," 
Kelly said. 


"I agree 
with you," the 


senator s a i d , saying that 
states are in need of "quite a 
few million" to use along with 
state and local funds to solve 
local p r o b l e m s "with no 
strings attached."

years ago the first edition of 
the Amherst Advocate told of 
three stabbings outside a local 
saloon.

weekly newspaper reported on 
a double murder.

Advocate chronicled a lot of 
happy events — births, wed- 
dings and later anniversaries, 
visits among friends and rela- 
tives — along with a smatter- 
ing of sadness. 


All Ends 


And it all comes to an end 


Wednesday 
afternoon 
when 


the grippers of the ancient 
hand-feed press snatch the 
last sheet of newsprint from 
the table and along its route 
between inked type and cylin- 
der. On the next day, Feb. 22, 
the final edition will reach the 
Advocate's subscribers, exact- 
ly 75 years after the first did, 
on Feb. 22, 1893. 


The Advocate's passing also 


marks the end of general 


circulation weekly newspapers 
in Portage County. Over the 
past 115 years there have 
been 25 weeklies in the coun- 
ty Now only the nationally 
circulated P o l i s h language 
weekly, G w i a z d a Polarna, 
published in Stevens Point, 
remains. 


Veteran Editor 


For most of the newspa- 


per's 75 years, the editor and 
publisher was J. L. Moberg, 
who died in January, 1967. 
Since then linotype operator 
Arthur Kovell has carried on 
as editor. 


The 
decision 
to 
suspend 


publication was made by the 
present owner, Mrs. E. J. 
Woodford, daughter of J. L. 
Moberg, who lives in Hart- 
ford. 


When the paper was found- 


ed, the editors were Moberg's 
sister, Miss Harriet Moberg 
and Spencer Haven. Haven 
left within the year, leaving 
Miss M o b e r g , later Mrs.

Gradually, rings developed in- 
to intricate works of art with 
beautifully embossed surfaces 
which were eventually embel- 
lished with gems.

Rings," wrote that the Ro- 
mans used diamonds to adorn 
some of their iron nuptial 
rings, which date from the 
second century B.C. 


Tales of Oriental Splendor 
The custom of wearing dia- 


monds never attained great 
popularity d u r i n g ancient 
times, for western artisans 
did not know the secret of 
cutting and shaping the gem. 
which is the hardest of all 
precious stones. The Hindus 
were the first to discover that 
only diamond can cut dia- 
mond, with the result that 
central India, which had been 
the source of diamonds since 
800 B.C.. became the subject 
of romantic tales of opulence.

South African Diamond Rush 
T h e "p e b b 1 e" 
passed 


through several hands before 
it reached Paris, where it sold 
for $2,500 and ushered in a 
new era in the history of the 
search for diamonds. Accord- 
ing to Herbert P. Whitlock, 
author 
of "The Story 
of 


Gems." over seven and a half 
tons of rough diamonds valued 
at $450 million after cutting, 
were e x t r a c.t e d from the 
South African fields during 
the next 30 years. But Eras- 
mus Jacobs, the little boy 
whose d i s c o v e r y was the 
cause of it all. received but 
$25 of that sum and never 
found another diamond. 


Today, over 85 per cent of 


women who marry 
receive 


engagement rings, states Mr. 
Whitlock. The average size of 
an engagement diamond in 
America is about 52 points. A 
point is one hundredth of a 
carat, which is a unit of 
weight derived from the Ori- 
ental carob tree, whose small, 
beanlike seeds were used to 
balance scales in the bazaars. 


In addition to weight, the 


value of a diamond is deter- 
mined by its color, clarity and 
cut. 
While some of the most 


famous a n d valuable dia- 


monds in the world exist in 
colors such as pink, deep blue, 
red and violet, most engage- 
ment diamonds come in white 
with a tinge of yellow or 
brown. The greater the tinge, 
the less the value: but in 
most cases, it requires an 
expert to recognize the degree 
of color that exists. 
Exact Mathematical Formula 
Almost every diamond is 


less than perfect: but if the 
flaws do not detract from the 
brilliance of the gem, they 
may have less effect on its 
value than does its color. 
Aside from imperfections, the 
brilliance of a diamond is 
determined by the accuracy 
of its cut, which is performed 
according to an exact mathe- 
matical formula. 


It is the cutter who decides 


upon the shape of the dia- 
mond 
after examining the 


rough stone. The cuts most 
frequently seen are the bril- 
liant. the emerald, the oval, 
the pear, the heart shape, the 
single, the marquise and the 
baguette. 


But 
no matter 
what the 


weight, color, shape and clar- 
ity of the engagement dia- 
mond, its place is on the 
fourth finger of the left hand. 
In 
centuries 
past, 
women 


have worn the betrothal ring 
on all of the fingers, including 
the thumb, depending on fash- 
ion. But modern custom, some 
say, is dictated by the ancient 
Greek belief that the "vena 
amoris." or vein of love, ran 
from the fourth finger, left 
hand, directly .to the heart.

Firefighting 
Had Elements 
Of Mad Comedy

r—• IREFIGHTING in early Appleton certainly had 
I 
its serious side, but from the vantage point of 


I— looking back in hindsight to those good old 
I 
days it also had the elements of slapstick 


• 
comedy. From the first, community leaders had 


good intentions to protect the village and later the 
City of Appleton. Too often, what happened seems 
more like a comedy of errors. 


When fire companies did organize, they fought 


each other in rivalry. When volunteers nobly pulled 
the fire truck to the scene of the blaze in a wintry 
setting, the 'engine fatted to work because it was 
"froze up." Even after Appleton had a water utility, 
too often factories -and even whole blocks of build- 
ings were reduced to rubble and ashes. Not enough 
water pressure in the hydrants. In the 1880s and 
1890s, manufacturers along the riverfront discovered 
they were virtually without fire protection because 
of an inadequate water supply; they organized to cor- 
rect the situation and before long the entire citizenry 
was involved in a fight for a public utility that is an- 
other story which took a quarter of a century to 
unfold. 


Too often in these years the scene resembled a 


ridiculous two-reeler with its combined seriousness 
that reached .peaks of personal heroism and then an 
impotent punch line of broken or inadequate hose, 
no water, or misunderstandings. 


At the sound'of the water alarm, either deep-toned 


beH on the engine house or warning factory whistles 
(when they worked), firemen manned their wagons, 
dashed away through city streets behind the speed- 
ing, trained fire horses. Arriving at the fire, the hoses 
were connected, quickly, expertly. Then out would 
come the water, a weak trickle or at most a stream 
that arched but a few feet. 


First Big Fire 1854 


The Appleton Crescent and Appleton Post are fill- 


ed with accounts of disastrous fires through the years, 
some written in detail while others only noted in 
passing. Village fathers passed their first ordinance 
to safeguard the year-old village in 1854. The village 
was divided into two fire districts with a warden 
in charge of a volunteer crew in each one. Appleton 
Street was the dividing line. Since the earliest fighting 
was done by the "bucket brigade" system, there was 
little defense against a big fire what with a scarce 
water supply, a predominance of wooden buildings 
and fightfighters who came to the blaze with bucket 
in hand, more willing than trained. 


The earliest record of a fire of consequence was 


the burning of the Adkhis building on College Ave- 
nue in January of 1854, which may have led to the 
setting up of districts. 


Hundreds of citizens answered the fire call of 


1859 
when a fire started in a second floor room of 


Latcher's sawmill in the cluster of manufactories 
along the Fox River on Water Street The fire started 
the afternoon of March 8, and the volunteers were 
to fight the blaze into the night. Although the men 
worked valiantly, the roaring flames fanned by the 
March wind finally consumed more than 10 of the 
plants and buildings along the riverfront. Destroyed 


were the Richmond Brothers, first paper mill, three 
sawmills, a large rake factory, two turning mills and 
a bedstead factory. 


"It was impossible to check the roaring flames," 


stated the Crescent, which estimated the loss at 
$16.000. Editorial comment in both the Appleton Post 
and Crescent took up the fight for better fire pro- 
tection, citizens took their cry to the council chambers 
as they watched hotels, homes and the factories which 
provided their livelihoods go up in smoke. 


Mayor Urges Action 


With Mayor William Johnson making fire protec- 


tion an important issue in his political campaign and 
the focal point of his 1863 inaugural address, the 
council finally approved a fire company. Thus, the 
Lawrence Engine Company No. 1 came into existence 
in April, 1863, and by June the firefighting unit had 
a bona fide fire engine, purchased in Milwaukee. 


This was a hand-operated vehicle that was sup- 


posed to be pulled by fire horses. The comedy calch 
here was that the city provided no horses. A different 
•penny-saving"' system was set up instead: the first 
man who brought a pair of horses to the fire barns 
to pull the equipment received $5. 


If the horses didn't arrive, interested citizenry or 


the firemen themselves pulled the equipment to the 
fire In these cases, they usually arrived too late to 
do much good. This somewhat haphazard system was 
used until 1870. 


The Lawrence men were proud of their new fire 


engine, boasting that it proved its worth at the July 4 
celebration when it threw a stream of water all of 
180 feet. The test came later that month, however 
when the engine was found wanting as James W. 
Hutchinson's woolen mill burned to the ground along 
with the iron foundry owned by O. B. C. Ketchum. 
It must be said, however, that the $20,000 fire had 
too great a head start by the time the equipment 
arrived, according to the Crescent, which also noted 
that "a single engine was not sufficient to control 
any fire well started in any large building." This

Doorbells in Study 


Of Area Politics

OLLEGE students who are trying to learn how the government of the 
United States operates can find no better starting point than the com- 
munity just outside their classroom. 


With this idea, Lawrence University undergraduates have taken a 


careful look at the reconstruction of College Avenue, voting patterns 


In recent elections, site selection controversies and scores of other problems 
that face a political community. Under the guidance of a teacher who believes 
that "detached scholarship is no excuse for detached citizenship," government 
students during the past two years have produced 55 community research 
studies on topics covering a variety of local issues. 


They have done door-to-door interviews, talked with local officials, followed 


campaign caravans, analyzed statistics and struggled with the flesh and blood 
issues of a medium-sized American city in the mid-Sixties. 


The impetus behind the student movement to the grass roots is Lawrence D. 


Longley, a young instructor in government who has a knack for defining politi- 
cal problems in terms of local government. 


Additional Dividends 


His own belief, which he set forth last month in a Phi Beta Kappa lecture, 


is that "the investigation and testing of theory on the local level has additional 
dividends beyond the convenience of local field research—this being the link 
which is forged between the scholar and the community in which he finds him- 
self. The teacher's job is to impart knowledge to students; he also has, how- 
ever, an obligation to his society to help in his guidance to the best of his abili- 
ties." 


While not belittling library work or textbooks, Longley believes that one 


way for students to tackle the philosophical problem of political community is 
down at ground level where they can contribute original research on real prob- 
lems. The student papers are generally available to interested citizens, he added. 


"Two years ago when I first came to this area," he recalled, "I was imme- 


diately struck by two local controversies which seemed to tie in so well with 
the idea of the course (Pressure Groups and Public Opinion) I was teaching." 


During the 1966 spring term his class studied the disputes concerning sites 


for the new Outagamie County airport and for the northeastern campus of the 
University of Wisconsin. Investigation of the latter issue twice took students 
to the Green Bay area, once to tour both the Shorewood and Larsen farm sites 
and to interview officials in Green Bay, Manitowoc and Brillion and again to 
make public opinion surveys. After the first trip, students got back to the cam- 
pus about 11 p.m. and telephoned their professor's home. 


Eager to Talk 


"They were so eager to discuss what they had learned that I went down to 


the dorm and we talked for about an hour," Longley recalled. 


After studying the history of the northeastern campus plan, site presenta- 


tions and attempts to override the decision and after analyzing public opinion 
data from both Green Bay and Appleton, the class held a press conference to 
announce the findings. Five newspapers, two television stations and six radio 
stations sent representatives. 


In the fall of 1966 the Congressional and local elections provided the raw 


material for Longley's course in Political Parties, particularly the contests be- 
tween John W. Byrnes and Dr. Marvin Kagen in the Eighth District and be- 
tween William Steiger and John Race in the Sixth District. 


Students scrutinized the organization of both parties, the candidates, their 


campaign techniques, newspaper coverage and other facets of the electoral 
process. After the election, when Congressman Steiger and his campaign mana- 
ger met with students for informal discussion, the manager asked for a copy 
of the student term paper on the Steiger campaign organization "which he 
said was the best overall account he had," Longley continued. 


Political figures have been accessable and willing to meet with a class, he

added, while students have benefitted from their practical experience and from 
a look at political "style." Speakers for various courses have included Norman 
Thomas, veteran Socialist leader; U. S. Sen. Gaylord Nelson; A. W. Ponath, 
Outagamie County Corporation counsel; Roland Kampo, chairman of the Town 
of Menasha; Rudy Small, chairman of the Green Bay committee seeking the 
university; David Carley, Democratic political leader; Appleton Alderman Roy 
Pointer and many others. 


The aftermath of the fall elections offered a topic for the winter term 


Pressure Groups and Public Opinion course in which students tested hypotheses 
explaining the Appleton vote for Governor and U. S. Representative. The class 
worked on a door-to-door survey of 480 homes in various sections of the city, 
seeking reasons for the "unexpectedly poor showings by Gov. Warren E. Knowles 
and Dr. Kagen in their respectives races." The eight student interviewers 
learned not ony the relevance of several factors in the election but also the 
perils of frozen toes, voter apathy and "salesman saturation." 


Pajama-Clad Interviewee 


"I walked to my assigned sampling area," wrote one student of his ex- 


periences, "and interviewed a lady in her pajamas, a lady who knew Dr. Kagen 
personally, a Carleton graduate who played cards with Dr. Kagen, a little boy 
who had me guess his name before I was allowed to talk with his mother, a 
few ladies who were unable to vote last November, a lady who came originally 
from my hometown, a dentist who taught my brother-in-law and a lady I inter- 
viewed through the mail chute because both the front and back doors were 
frozen shut." 


Despite the hazards, the student concluded that "all in all this survey proved 


to be a most enjoyable and rewarding experience. It not only allowed me to 
play an integral part in the course but also afforded me the opportunity to 
meet many people with varying interests and opinions." 


And if some residents slammed the door to students, "one woman said with 


concern that she regretted that she could not be of more help and answer my 
questions correctly or with certainty, but she thanked me and said that the 
interview made her realize that she 'should follow the issues more closely . . . 
and must start thinking about them,' " wrote one coed. 


When the interviews were completed, students punched out IBM cards for 


the Lawrence computer which, in turn, produced 52 feet of print-out on the 
extent to which the presumed factors had indeed influenced the behavior of 
voters. 


This spring, when Longley taught the Introduction to Political Science course, 


he confronted his freshmen with the book "Who Governs? Democracy and 
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Their Task: To Determine

Power in an American City" by Robert A. Dahl. The book is a well-known study 
of urban redevelopment in New Haven, Conn. 


"When they had read the book, 1 wanted them to ask the same questions,

ley encouraged this fall's students in the introductory course to pursue a 


different set of problems. Again starting with the Dahl book, undergraduates 
looked at the city manager movement in Neenah, the selection of leaders in 
the county Democratic party, presidential primary splits in the county Repub- 
lican party and decision making in the location of Appleton's new south side 
elementary school. 


Another class in Pressure Groups and Public Opinion this fall read "The 


Integration of Political Communities," a collection of studies on the state, na- 
tional and international level. Then students concentrated on analyzing inter- 
est groups on the local level and political integration in the Fox Valley. One class 
meeting took place in the headquarters of the Fox Valley Council of Govern- 
ments. 


Individual research covered the V.T.E. District 12 controversy, the regional 


-xpressway regional Housing Code, costs of political community, transaction 
ilows among the Fox Cities and the proposed merger of Outagamie, Winnebago 
and Calumet Counties. 


An Oberlin College graduate and a candidate for the Ph.D. degree from 


Vanderbilt University, Longley is especially familiar with political integration 
—\\hich he defines as cooperation between communities—as a member of the 
public information and education committee of the Fox Valley Council of Gov- 
ernments and after a summer's research on the topic. The Lawrence instructor 
also has been a frequent speaker in the area, a singer in the Fox Valley Sym- 
phony men's chorus, a judge of political essay contests and a campaign or- 
ganizer for Senator Nelson.

Completion Near for U.S.-Mexican 'Manana Highway 


DEMING. NJVI. (AP) — For 20 years the state of 


New Mexico and the Mexican state of Chihuahua have 
struggled to build a paved highway over a historic 
route leading from above the border to Chihuahua 
City. 


There, the -oad would link with a modern highway 


to the interior of Mexico and Mexico City. 


Starts and stops have been made on "Villa's Trail," 


so-called because it was used by the renegade Pancho 
Villa during his raids through northern Mexico and 
even into Columbus.

ABENO — A few miles up Highway 32 
which winds and twists north of this 
northern Wisconsin town is a narrow 
blacktop road.

has been working with both state and federal agencies 
to acquire development funds.

The Padus Foundation is an off-shoot of the Forest 


County Historical Society which nominated members 
to serve on the foundation's board. 


Mrs. Phyllis Ritter, president of the historical 


group, and Olive Glasgow, a co-chairman of the 
foundation and one of the chroniclers of Padus, talked 
of the history of the place on a hot summer day last 
year. 


Mrs. Ritter picked her way through the tall weeds 


and brush which are threatening to take over the place 
as she recalled its history. 


Mrs. Ritter taught school in Padus in 1913 when 


her mother ran a boarding house and store for the 
Zachow and Best Lumber Co. 


Padus is locally famous because of its last perma- 


nent resident. She was Annie Hammes, daughter of 
the lumberman who helped build the camp. Annie 
was a salty character who lived alone in the town 


until ill health forced her to a nursing home in 1964. 
She died in 1965 at the age of 84. 


Annie's language was reputed to be enough to 


melt the winter snow and her loaded gun discouraged 
most visitors. She was postmistress of the town from 
1918 until 1930 when the office was closed. 


Padus was named after the dog of an early settler, 


Mrs. Ritter related, and was platted in 1904, three 
years after the post office was established. 


John Hammes came to the place early in the 1900s. 


He had been a postmaster and farmer near Green Bay 
and Madison before heading for the woods. 


Hammes set up a camp and a sawmill in Padus 


and the Connor Lumber Co. built a railroad spur to 
haul lumber. The old rail grade is still visible along 
the road which meanders through the town. 


In addition to the lumber mill, Hammes also ran a 


boarding house. His wife died in 1907 and Annie 
helped out in the businesses and the post office. Her 
father died in 1928 and Annie became overseer of the 
dying community. 


"They used to call me an old battleaxe," Annie

had told Mrs. Glasgow during an interview, "But you 
had 1o be tough in those days. This was no English 
court: it was nothing but a rip-roaring settlement in 
the middle of nowhere. 


"We had lumberjack bums dropping in at the 


boarding house from nearly every state in the union. 
I'd lost my mother when I was 15, and I had to learn 
how to keep those bums in their place." 


The men were not all that bad, Mrs. Ritter recalled, 


though. 


"They were rough, hearty men. But they were not 


criminals. We used to have birthday and Christmas 
parties and dances and it was a lot of fun," she said. 


A variety of lumber firms operated the mills at 


Padus until the woods in the area gave out. Then, as 
the town declined, life became more and more lonely 
for Annie. She turned into something of a recluse, her 
major interest being the preservation of her home- 
stead. 


The historical groups managed to obtain the 


property from the Hammes heirs and now o\\n eight 
city lots and three 40-acre sections. 


Furnishings left by Annie, the tools and utensils 


in the post office and blacksmith shop and other 
items have been removed for storage and safekeeping. 
The buildings are padlocked to keep out trespassers. 


The foundation has a model of what some mem- 


bers would like the restored town to look like. There 
is agreement that the ghost town is a rare piece of 
Wisconsin history that ought to be preserved and 
opened as an attraction for visitors.

Hark, Hark, Horned Lark! 


By Clara Hussong 


One of the most common birds to be seen on late 


winter drives about the country is the horned, lark. 
Look for larks along roadsides near open fields or 
in the fields themselves. 


This is a true lark, unlike our meadowlark, winch 


is a member of the blackbird family and closely re- 
lated to the starling. The horned lark was named for 
the pair of black feather tufts or "horns" on its fore- 
head. It is a brownish on the back, white below, and 
has-black, white and yellow markings about it's face 
and on its throat. It is a little larger than a sparrow 
and has white outer tail feathers edging its dark tail. 


Watch for these birds as you drive along in coua- 


try places. You'll find them in flocks of a few dozen 
to several hundred. They pick up weed and waste 
grain seeds in open spots in the fields and on tha 
road shoulders. You will notice that instead of hop- 
ping, as sparrows- do, they walk. 


Why haven't they been observed here earlier this 


winter, even by bird watchers who take Christmas 
and other winter counts, you may ask. When they 
migrate south in fall, the majority of them go far- 
ther south than our area. Quite a few are found all 
winter in southern Wisconsin, and by mid-winter they 
begin drifting northward. In a way they are our first 
migrants of the year. 


They continue flying northward through the re- 


mainder of winter and on into spring. By April, those 
which wintered in southern states arrive. But these 
stay here for the summer. 


They build their ground nests almost before snow 


is off the ground. Sometimes a heavy snowfall iu 
late April or early May destroys their first nests and 
they must begin nesting again. 


At one time these birds were divided into two 


races, the northern horned lark, which we sea here 
now, but which will migrate to northern Canada and 
Alaska to nest, and the prairie horned lark, which 
nests in most eastern states and in open country to 
the west. Now ornithologists prefer us to call them 
just plain horned larks. 


The same species is found in the eastern hemi- 


sphere, too, where they summer as far north as the 
shores of the Arctic ocean, and winter farther south. 
In England this bird is known as the "shore lark." 
Here it is sometimes called "winter lark," as well as 
"horned lark." 


In winter its only song is a weak, wiry twittering, 


which it utters from a hence wire or post from the 
ground. During the mating and nesting season the 
twittering is more prolonged, and is most often ut- 
tered on the wing. The bird sometimes flies high in 
the air, sounds out with its twittering song, and dash- 
es down to earth, putting on its brakes, just before 
touching ground, in the manner of the skylark, a 
closs relative of the horned lark. 


The European skylarks by the way, have been 


" introduced in several spots in North America. Only 


in one spot, Vancouver Island, B.C., have they sur- 
vived. They do not have the feather tufts on the 
head. They are famous for their songs, long-sustained 
and liquid in tone.

of Cambridge's two women's colleges "I don't know 
whose fault it is, but you never see him. He must be 
lonely.'' 


Roberts disagrees, claims the prince is living "as 


normal a life as possible. At Cambridge, the burden of 
studying and of socializing is up to the individual." 


Charles recently acquired a snappy new blue sports 


car, seen by some as a sign of a coming thaw in his 
public social appearances. "But that's up to him—it's 
his decision, and his business.'' Roberts said. The 
prince is too young to drive at Cambridge without 
university permission. 


Meantime, students say tidbits of gossip concerning 


Charles are as hard to come by as compliments from 
tutors. The prince has emerged with an impeccable 
reputation.

Institute Displays Prisoners Art 


CHICAGO (AP) — Prisoner artists at Indiana State 


Prison have won recognition rarely achieved by 
inmates. 


Their work is being displayed in the school of the 


Art Institute of Chicago, one of the nation's leading 
art schools. 


The show is comprised of nearly 100 pieces, all oil 


and watercolor paintings, except for one piece of 
sculpture. It represents the best work done by the 38 
members of the Progressive Art Club in the prison at 
Michigan City, Ind. 


Four students were so enthusiastic after seeing the 


inmates' first public showing at the prison that they 
asked their acting dean, Roger Gilmore, to have an 
exhibit at the school. 


Dean Gilmore told an interviewer he agreed because 
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it was both good for the prisoner-artists to have their 
work shown in such a setting and good for the 
students to have an opportunity to see it. He noted 
that the paints have a directness about them which he 
thought would be instructive. 


The show at the school is attracting visitors other 


than students, who come over from the adjoining 
museum of the Art Institute. 


The paintings are for sale on a bid basis, with 5 per 


cent of the purchase price going to the art club for 
supplies and the remainder to the prisoner. 


The inmates receive 20 cents a day for their prison 


work, so the sale of a painting is a real windfall. 


The volunteer art instructor at the p'rison, John 


Dunn of Michigan City, said the prisoners sold 27 
paintings from a show in November, some of the 
paintings bringing more than $100 each.

After five good lung inflations, if the patient does 


not start breathing and if the pulse is absent and the 
pupils are dilated, begin external cardiac compres- 
sion.

opinion seemed correct when the fire department 
again faced a hopeless task in November of the same 
year when a $15,000 fire wiped out several other 
plants along the waterfront. 


Plea for Station Heat 


The Appleton Post made a plea for a stove fire 


in the engine house in its issue of Jan. 9, 1868, after 
the frozen engine failed to work when the hub and 
spoke factory burned down Jan. 7, 1868. "The engine 
was drawn there by a few men of zeal, who deserve 
praise," said the Post, "but as usual the engine could 
not be made to work." Consequently, Messrs. Wilbor 
and Allen lost their factory. 


"A fire should be kept in the engine house," the 


Post stated after that blaze, "the engine should be 
put in order carefully, and then filled with alcohol 
or whiskey" to keep it from freezing up. "This process 
should be repeated every time the engine is brought 
back from a fire," the paper admonished, or else it 
should be stored for the winter, or better yet, sold 
and the room rented for a more useful purpose." 


By this time a tower and bell had been erected 


on the Lawrence Company's firehouse as a means of 
summoning volunteers to duty. In 1872, $10,000 was 
earmarked by the Wisconsin Legislature for fire equip- 
ment and a new engine house in Appleton. A new 
fire steam engine, two hose carts and 1,000 feet of 
hose arrived from Chicago. The Lawrence Company 
named its steamer the Amos Story in honor of Apple- 
ton's first mayor. 


The old hand pumper went to a second fire com- 


pany organized in 1873 and called the Grand Chute 
Engu i Company No. 2. By 1875, this company also 
had a horse-drawn steamer (with the horse provided), 
and the men promptly named the new vehicle the 
Alison Ballard for the volunteer fire chief. Within the 
next year, a second fire engine, reported to have gone 
through the Chicago fire, was purchased but never 
gave adequate service. The original hand pumper 


was sold for $500 to Holland, Mich. The city now had 
steamers with trained horses to pull them. 


Protection should have improved with two full- 


fledged companies, each composed of "20 men and an 
allowance of $200 a year from the city. But it didn't. 
The companies became bitter rivals and in some 
cases refused to help each other. When the Bertschy 
buildings and other firms in the block caught fire 
Jan. 7, 1878, the inept hahdling of the fire call by 
these two companies resulted in their disbanding by 
council action. Actually, Oshkosh firemen, boarding 
a special train that took 26 minutes for them to get 
to Appleton, probably did more service than the two 
hometown companies. 


The story goes, according to the papers, that the 


closest company arrived on time but couldn't find 
the fire between the walls of one of the buildings. 
The other company prepared to answer the call but, 
on being told it was a false alarm, stayed in their 
headquarters. After a while some of the men went 
home. When the marshal arrived and announced 
there really was a fire, what remained of the com- 
pany hurried to the scene, only to have their hose 
burst after they got there. 


There was a flurry of controversy over who was 


to blame. The dispute ended with the council taking 
action and disbanding both the Lawrence and Grand 
Chute companies. Members were allowed 24 hours to 
remove their personal effects from the two stations. 
The Teutonic Fire Engine Company and Badger Fire 
Engine Company then were organized. When both 
claimed the properties of the old Grand Chute Com- 
pany, the council recognized the claim of the Teu- 
tonic Company but amended their choice by giving 
the Badgers control and care of all equipment. Strife 
between the two units kept on until 1880 when the 
council again disbanded the fire companies, taking 
over the property of both. 


Drought conditions plagued the city in 1886, prob- 


ably the year of greatest destruction by fire in Ap- 
pleton history. Poor water pressure, inefficient alarm 
systems and inadequate firefighting equipment didn't 


help any. Sixty men were thrown out of work when 
the Briggs, Whorton and Beveridge sash, door and 
blind factory burned to the ground. Newspapers esti- 
mated that 6,000 persons gathered on the river bluffs 
to watch this fire in which "a column of flame like 
a pillar of fire was plainly visible at Hortonville." 
The loss was estimated at $55,000. 
( 


The nearby stave factory was. destroyed July 16 


with a total loss of $20,000 and a work force of 
75 losing their jobs. The fire department was handi- 
capped by water pressure insufficient for firefight- 
ing. besides a shortage of fire hose. 


It was said that had sufficient steam been avail- 


able to sound the factory whistles late Sunday, Aug. 
8, 1886, the Richmond paper mills on the south side 
of the river might have been saved or at least the loss 
could have been less than the fire's toll of $70,000. 
The papers noted that the whistle alarm was so feeble 
that most people didn't even know there was a fire 
until it was all over. On Nov. 10 of that year, the 
tannery on the government canal burned down, los- 
ing a $15,000 to $17,000 manufactury to Appleton. 


These were the major fires in 1886, the Appleton 


Post stating that "another year of such disasters 
would be attended by the gravest results to the city." 


It was in 1894 that Appleton fire department be- 


gan to have a semblance of real organization. John 
W. Ryan, a retired Milwaukee fire captain, helped 
the city reorganize its department and put firemen 
on a full-time paid basis. This was the year George 
P. McGillan joined the department; he was to be- 
come fire chief in 1897, succeeding E. L Anderson. 
This was the year Company 1 with its hook and lad- 
der units was quartered in the fire house on Oneida 
Street, across from the Sherman House. Hose Com- 
pany No. 2 was located in its station (since 1880) on 
the northwest corner of State and Eighth Streets. 
Hose Company No. 3, under Capt. Nicholas A. Reider, 
was to locate in 1898 in the two-story frame building 
next to the street car barns on S. Oneida Street.

The Chinchilla is native to the Andes Mountains of South America. Today, 


however, it has all but disappeared from its native habitat — the small, shallow 
burrows among the loose rocks 


In 1924, M F. Chapman, an American mining engineer, was captivated by 


these soft, furry creatures. When he returned to the United States, he brought 
several "samples" with him and found to his delight that they thrived in captivity. 


From this small beginning, the popularity of the Chinchilla grew until it was 


established throughout the United States. 


Not found only on large, commercial breeding farms, the Chinchilla has also 


won a place as pet, play-fellow and interesting hobby in many homes. He is shy, 
but with a little coaxing and gentleness, he becomes friendly and affectionate. 
A fastidious, odor-free animal, the Chinchilla makes an ideal house pet-hobby. 
He delights in taking a bath,-using fine sand for his bubble bath. 


The Chinchilla is not a fussy eater. A simple diet of pellets, hay and water 


satisfies him, although, like many other pets, he appreciates a treat in the form 
of raisins or sunflower seeds.

animal existence in several unique ways. The female is larger than the male, 
usually weighing about 24 ounces. She produces a litter twice a year, averaging 
from one to four babies. The latter are bora with their eyes open and function- 
ing, outfitted in a warm furry coat, and equipped with a complete set of teeth. 
They are able to move about almost immediately. 


The fur of the Chinchilla is of prime importance, especially to female mem- 


bers of the family. Here, too, differences between the Chinchilla and other fur- 
b-arin^ animals can be noted. For one. Chinchilla fur stands perpendicular to 
its p*tt rather than at a slant. Secondly, the fur tuft is composed of numerous 
fine fibers coming from one follicle — 50 or 60, as compared with four to 
eight in other fur. 


The coat itself is fine, silky and over an inch long. Most Chinchillas aie 


delicate grey in color; the most prized color is the medium dark grey with 
under-coat of deep blue.

Next Best Thing to New Plant 
Is New Use for Old Favorite 


By Katharine A. Walker 


Probably the next best thing to getting a "new" 


plant is finding a new use for an old favorite. One 
of my old pets is Ornithogalum caudatum, called the 
False Sea-Onion, which grows from a fat, bright green 
bulb that perches atop the soil with only its base 
beneath it. Little bulblets form in large numbers con- 
tinuously beneath the fleshy, onion-like layers of the 
bulb; when the 'babies' are large enough, the outer 
layer dries and peels off, dropping the bulblets to 
the soil where they soon take root. It is a fascinating 
plant to grow, because there's always something inter- 
esting happening with it. 


One distinguishing characteristic of this plant is 


its exceptionally long, arching leaves, to three feet 
and more on a good-sized bulb, and well over two 
feet in length even on immature plants. I've been told 
that, 'way back when, indoor gardeners used to roll 
these up from the tip to the base, tying them gently 
with bits of bright yarn to keep them up out of the 
way. Growing them on shelves or in wall brackets 
accomplished the same thing, but the foliage of one 
bulb in such a location doesn't make much of a dis- 
play. 


Recently, I was given a huge red clay hanging pot, 


with many pockets like a strawberry-jar. Just for the 
sake of using something different as a basket-plant, I 
put a nearly mature Sea-Onion in each pocket. The 
weight of the leaves always pulls the bulbs over on 
a slant, so the foliage grows in a one-sided clump. 


This trait, a drawback in an individually-potted 


bulb, becomes an attribute when they are in a hang- 
ing planter, as each bulb can be arranged so that its 
foliage arches up and out, then down and under the 
planter. 


False Sea-Onion does well in almost any soil, at 


almost any temperature, and likes to dry partially 


between waterings. Given minimum care, it will re- 
ward you with long racemes of tiny white flowers, 
each small petal green-striped through its center. 


This grand old plant is called Healing Onion; its 


crushed leaves, tied over cuts or bruises, are said to 
be helpful in healing. If you knew this in the Old 
Country, its common name was probably Meerzwie- 
bel. 
Questions and Answers 


Q. I have a strawberry-jar type of planter about 


two and a half feet high. When I water it, the water 
begins to run out the first holes near the top, and 
the bottom part never even gets enough to dampen 
it. How are you supposed to water these, anyway? 


A. Best provisions for watering should be made 


prior to planting it. Make a cylinder of hardware 
cloth about two inches in diameter and as long as the 
planter. Stand this in the planter, and fill it partway 
with gravel. Add soil up to the first pockets, plant 
these, add more gravel to the wire-mesh cylinder, 
more soil, and so on to the top. When watering, di- 
rect a gentle stream of water into the top of the 
cylinder: the water will seep out through the gravel 
to moisten all the soil.

Q. How long does it take to root a leaf pom a 


big, fancy, star-type begonia? 


A. Usually, roots will break almost overnight from 


the cut leaf-stem, or the base of the leaf, if you took 
the cutting without a stem attached. However, you 
can wait what may seem like forever before the new 
little plant (or plants) appear above the soil! Just 
be patient, keep the soil moist, and in due time new 
growth should start.

// You Lack a 'Plant Sitter ... 


Vacation time for house plants can be a problem. 


If your neighbor is available to plant-sit, simply leave 
watering instructions. But, without "sitter service'1 


there are techniques to avoid returning to a house- 
ful of bedraggled or dying plants. 


Clay-potted plants can be set in larger pots or 


trays that have been filled with thoroughly moist- 
ened peat or sphagnum moss. Because of the porosity 
of the clay, needed moisture will be absorbed through 
container walls from the wet moss to prevent soil 
from drying out. Trays or containers can be fash- 
ioned from heavy-duty aluminum foil, old wash tubs, 
or even larger wicker or straw baskets, if they are 
first lined with foil or plastic transparent wrap. 


Small house plants can be completely contained 


in plastic bags. First, give plants a thorough water- 
ing, and then seal them into the plastic. Tie the bag 
at the top with a rubber band or a bit of masking 
tape. They'll last for at least a week or two if they 


are enclosed completely, since moisture will not pass 
through the plastic but air will. However, find a 
shaded spot for them before you go since direct sun 
might scald them. 


If plant foliage or flowers are too large to be 


completely contained, water the plant thoroughly, and 
then seal the clay pot in a plastic bag. 


Cover the topsoil by sealing the plastic around 


the lower stems of the plant. This can be done with 
a plastic strip that will prevent moisture escaping 
from the root ball. 


Kitchen sinks and bathtubs are additional havens 


for house plants. You can set a few building bricks 
in a sink or tub filled with about V/z inches of water, 
and then place clay-potted plants on the bricks. This 
process will automatically water the plants for about 
two weeks, since both brick and clay are porous 
materials which allow water to seep through to thirsty 
plant roots.

PARIS (AP) — France's minister of culture, Andre 


Malraux, \valked up to the speaker's rostrum in the 
National Assembly and laid it by the line. He wanted 
17 per cent more than last year in the name of French 
CULTURE. 


The deputies listened and with relatively little 


squabbling gave Malraux what he wanted. 


What will Malraux do with his record S108 million 


budget? 


Reminding the legislators of the radical implications 


of industrialized life, Malraux outlined a future role of 
the state whereby culture would be made free to the 
public in the same way as primary education. 


"Our civilization involves the most brutal rupture 


with the past the world has ever known. We are of the 
generation which will have seen the world transform- 
ed in the course of the lifespan," he said. 


"Now, for the first time, this civilization does not 


know its raison d'etre." 


In order to preserve former values, the ministry 


will continue its work of restoring and maintaining 
historical monuments with renewed vigor. Next year's 


allocation for this is S4.4 million, an increase of 
$600,000. 


Repairs, at the Louvre Museum and at the palaces of 


Fontainebleau and Versailles will total $13.3 million. 
Other historical monuments, castles and palaces will 
receive $12.6 million for restoration and upkeep, 
while the allocation for national museums goes down 
by $3.2 million. 


Art and special expositions, particularly those from 


abroad, are proving to be a continuing success. Last 
year's great attraction was the display of furniture, 
jewelry, statues and pure gold death-mask of Egyptian 
King Tutankhamen, which was seen by 1.3 million 
visitors. An exposition of Russian art treasures at the 
Grand Palais off the Champs Elysses was an equal 
success. 


The allocation for art exhibits, including those from

The early part of this book describes how the

Holland has developed a novel full of the primitive 
clang of ancient combat. 


The scene is Ireland at the beginning of the llth 


century. The land is full of strife among contending 
kings and chieftains of the Irish clans. Their conflicts 
are complicated by the fact that Danish explorers and 
settlers have taken over some of their principal 
seacoast towns, including Dublin. 


The tale's hero is a chieftain named Muirtagh, a 


small man who loves the bow rather than the sword. 
and loves the harp even more. In his father's time his

This little 5-foot whirling dervish became in his 


later years a writer (movies, television, seven 
published books) and sometime actor, but the great 
part of this book is concerned with his growing years 
and his early career. 


Boy and man, he was an individual of many talents, 


several of them self-cultivated or nearly so—magician, 
lip reader, pool hustler, musician (violin, accordion, 
harmonica), would-be inventor (his self-straightening 
picture hanger never caught on), sign painter, sten- 
ographer and court reporter. 


He was earning his way as soon as he was out of 


grammar school, and it was the court reporting— 
which paid well—that was his financial anchor while 
he became a writer. 


Two of the most amusing characters in the book are 


the author's parents. His father was a plumber who 
kept dragging the family around from one city to 
another, until they finally reached New York.

"Black Power, the Politics of Liberation," is, in- 


deed, an important book for White people, as well as 
the Black people for whom it is intended. The message 
which it carries for White America (since America is 
operationally synonymous with white) is that the very 
structure and nature of her institutions is racist, and 
will no longer be tolerated, precisely because Black 
people have less to loose than they have to gain. 


The message directed to Blacks is not simply that 


Whitey's society is evil, but also that the values which 
are reflected in his society are evil as well. Further- 
more, the possibilities of Blacks achieving freedom 
within the present political framework are as numer- 
ous as the chances of. snow in an inferno. 


For years, Whites in this country who have never 


participated in the lynchings. bombings and murders 
of Black people have been able to bathe themselves 
in racial self-righteousness because of their lack of 
participation. Black people are finding this excuse for 
their present economic, educational, and political sit- 
uation unacceptable. The whole society, which func- 
tions racistly. must share the guilt. 


When a Black man uses the words Black Power, 


Whites immediately demand a definition (as though 
they are divinely entitled to one) hoping that the 
definition does not include violence. If whites expect 
a call to arms within this book, they will be disap- 
pointed. However, if they are interested in what Black 
people are doing, they should invest the money. Black 
Power was not intended to appeal to the moral con- 
sciousness of White America (which does not exist 
in reference to Blacks). It is a demand for visible 
change. 


Even before the Constitution of the United States 


was conceived, society in this country was institution- 
ally racist. Before the birth of George Washington, 
people of color were held in a subordinate position. 
White America has enjoyed the fruits from the labor 
of our slave forefathers, repaying them with more 
toil, whips and nooses. 


Carmichael and Hamilton not only question the 


values and framework of American society, but also 
insist that only Black Power will prevent prolonged 
guerrilla warfare. 


"This book represents a political framework and 


ideology which represents the last reasonable oppor- 
tunity for this society to work out its racial problems 
short of prolonged guerrilla warfare. That such war- 
fare may be unavoidable is not herein denied. But if 
iiiere is the sightest chance to avoid it, the politics of 
Hack Power as described in this book is seen as the 
only viable hope." (p. vi)

Leaders of Both 
Chinas Wed to 
Powerful Women

History and literature are full of the drama of 


two strong men matched against each other. In this 
century, more often than in earlier times, it has 
been a contest of leadership rather than a quick and 
emphatic end of their differences through personal 
physical triumph. The duel, the shoot-out. th& gladia- 
torial-way-of-life have faded into disuse. The most 
bruising of competitive sports emphasizes skill and 
perseverance rather than a fervor to eliminate oppo- 
sition by killing. We think of most violent conflict 
as the prerogative of males. 


But what of women? They can became just AS 


concerned about cause, a belief. And they're proving 
it more and more in each generation. 


One of the classic animosities of our times be- 


tween two strong women is represented by a divided 
China. As Communist China's leader ages, we read 
more about how it has really been his wife, a former 
actress, who has been the real power in maintaining 
Mao Tse-tung's grip. 


Across the Formosa Strait from the Red main- 


land lives .another wife of a Chinese leader—Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek. Her dedication and support of her 
husband's cause has made her a world figure. She has 
been honored twice on postage stamps of Nationalist 
China (Taiwan) in connection with her role in the 
Chinese Women's Anti-Aggression League. The first 
time was in 1961 (illustration) and again 1965, for 
the 15th anniversary of the league. 


But her brightest hour, as Sir Winston Churchill 


might have said, was in 1943. It was another February 
18th. A Joint Session of Congress was the scene. 
Chiang had problems at home. He needed under- 
standing and support. He got it. 


But it was due in great part to his wife's eloquence 


and her command of the English language. Who 
could ignore words like: "We in China, like you, 
want a better world not for ourselves alone but for 
all mankind, and we must have it." 


Where it will all end—this business of two Chinas 


—is a question even the most expert "expert" would 
hedge on in answering. But we must recognize that 
behind the headlines there has been a duel going 
an between two strong-willed and talented women 
over there in Asia. Since stamps of Red China are 
under American embargo, we can't say whether 
Madame Mao has also been honored on stamps. That 
might be considered as too decadent or even bour- 
geoise. But it's a cinch her husband hasn't been a 
stranger on their stamps; even the flimsiest grape- 
vine of information about the forbidden fruit (Red 
stamps) has let that much trickle through. 


Suit Preference Signal Useful 
When You're on the Defensive 


By Alfred Sheinwold 


Some 30 years ago Hy Lavinthal, a Trenton, N.J., 


bridge enthusiast, invented a defensive play that has 
become known as the Suit Preference Signal. Your 
chance to use this signal comes when you are on 
the defense with a choice of two (or more) cards 
of the same suit in leading or following suit. If you 
play the higher card, you promise strength in a high- 
ranking suit; and if you play the lower card, you 
promise strength in a low-ranking suit. 


For example, suppose your partner leads the 


singleton seven of diamond against a spade con- 
tract. You hold A-10-6-5-2 of diamonds and win the 
first trick with the ace. Which diamond should you 
lead back? 


Return the ten of diamonds if you have the ace 


of hearts. Your partner ruffs and understands that 
you went out of your way to lead a high diamond to 
show strength in hearts (which ranks higher than 
clubs, the other side suit). He leads a heart to your 
ace, and you can then give him another ruff before 
declarer can draw his trumps. 


If you held the ace of clubs (instead of the ace of 


hearts) you would return the deuce of diamonds at 
the second trick. Your partner would ruff and would 
understand that you led your lowest diamond to 
show strength in clubs (which ranks lower than 
hearts, the other side suit). He would lead a club to 
your ace, and you would promptly give him a second 
ruff. 


Which diamond would you lead back if you had 


no side aces? You might then try to indicate a side 
king. And if you had neither an ace nor a king, you 
would return a middle diamond in the hope that 
partner would work out the meaning of this play. 


Signaling your suit preference when you are fol- 


lowing suit is more difficult, chiefly because you 
may wish to signal something else and your partner 
may not be sure what your signal means. For ex- 
ample, you might play a high card to ask your part- 
ner to continue the suit rather than to signal strength 
in a high-ranking suit. Or you might need to give 
your partner the count, playing high to show an even 
number of cards in the suit. Such signals are, in 
general, more important than showing a preference 
for some other particular side suit. 


Exceptions to this rule occur when it is absolutely 


obvious that your partner must switch suits. Then 
you can use the Suit Preference Signal to indicate 
which switch you prefer. 


When today's hand was played in a recent rub- 


ber bridge game at the Golden Gate Bridge Club in 
San Francisco, Ron Von der Porten led the king of 
diamonds against a rather aggressive contract of five 
spades. Kai Larsen, East, was marked with at least 
four diamonds for his bold bid of five diamonds. This 
meant that South could not hold more than one dia- 
mond, and Von der Porten was therefore sure to 
switch from diamonds if he won the first trick. 


Larsen was tempted to play the ten of diamonds 


at the first trick to show strength in hearts, but he 
restrained himself just in time. Larsen had fair club 
strength also and could support a switch to clubs. 
Larsen thought next of playing the deuce of diamonds 
to ask for a ciub switch, but reflected that this might 
cost a trick if his partner held the ace of clubs. 


What it boiled down to was that Larsen didn't 


know which switch he wanted. He therefore decided 
to indicate that he could stand a switch to either

hearts or clubs by playing a middle diamond. When 
East played the seven of diamonds he could not be 
showing weakness both in hearts and in clubs be- 
cause his bid of diamonds could not have been made 
on a completely worthless hand. The play of the mid- 
dle diamond surely showed strength in both hearts 
and clubs, leaving it up to West to choose the correct 
switch. 


Von der Porten had no trouble picking a switch to 


clubs at the second trick. South had to lose two clubs 
and a heart in addition to the diamond taken at the 
first trick. This cost South a penalty of 100 points 
(down two, less honors). 


If Larsen had signaled with the ten of diamonds 


at the first trick, Von der Porten would have led 
the ten of hearts at the second trick. South would 
take the ace of hearts, draw trumps and give up 
one heart trick to the king. When East returned the 
queen of clubs. South would take the ace of clubs 
and run his two good hearts to discard dummy's club 
losers. South would score 950 points (150 for tricks, 
100 for honors and the 700-point rubber) instead of 
losing 100 points. Larsen's subtle signal made a dif- 
ference of more than 1,000 points.

The comic strip, of course, 


is almost a natural for the

form well knows. Movies were 
in fact conceived as a series 
of related pictures, of which 
the cartoon strip is 'the sim- 
plest form. The original mo- 
vieolas were simply a suc- 
cession of drawings or photo- 
grapns in story form. 


A comic strip, very often, 


has film visuals virtually set 
by its panel treatment, and 
often implies camera angles 
and lighting. 
The current film versions, 
then, are not a new trend and 
reflect again, as they did 
during the World War II 
period, the needs of a troubled 
society seeking the far-out, 
the pure escapism of the 
comic strip hero world in 
which we all don the mental 
rape of fantasy.

music. 


"Because of the nature of 


the story, Verdi created a 
chamber opera with a small, 
intimate drama and melodic 
language that is close and 
personal. The production just 
wouldn't be good in a great 
big hall." 


The opera plot is the age-old 


boy-meets-girl love story but 
without the happy ending. As 
in many operas, beauty and 
tragedy' go hand 
in hand. 


Verdi's "La Traviata" is de- 
rived from the play "Camille" 
written by Alexandre Dumas 
the younger. 


The scene is set in Paris. 


Violetta, the heroine, main- 
tains a salon for the Parisian 
demimonde. She meets Alfre- 


do, the hero, during a lively 
entertainment. They fall in 
love and retire to the country, 
where they lead a secluded 
life of idyllic happiness. 


Clouds gather as Alfredo's 


father arrives and persuades 
Violetta to give up her lover 
for the sake of the family's 
good name 
and happiness. 


Courageously 
Violette 
slips 


away 
and 
returns 
to her 


former life in Paris. 


An embittered Alfredo finds 


her there and denounces her. 
Violetta is heartbroken, and 
her decline is hastened by 
consumption. As she wastes 
away, she grieves for her lost 
love. 


At long last, the couple is 


reunited when Alfredo's father 
blames himself for the sor- 
rows he has inflicted on his 
son and Violetta and tells his 
story to Alfredo. The lovers' 
reunion is brief, for as Violet- 
ta reaches a supreme joy her 
spirit slips away and she dies 
in Alfredo's arms. 


"La Traviata" was 
first 


produced in 1853 in Venice 
and was pronounced a failure. 


Its initial flop may have 


been due to the contemporary 
nature of the drama and its 
performance in modern (for 
that time) costume. The audi- 
ences 
were 
conditioned 
to 


operas played in the dress of 
bygone days. 


The first Violclta weighed 


several hundred pounds, and 
this too may have spoiled the 
romance 
for the audience. 


Her performance of a con- 
sumptive h e r o i n e brought 
laughter from the audience 
when it should have evoked 
tears. 


The next year, however, 


"La Traviata" scored a suc- 
cess in the same opera house. 
Discrepancies were corrected 
' and the costuming changed to 
that of the Louis XIV period. 
Since then "La Traviata" has 
grown to become one of the 
world's all-time favorite op- 
eras. 


The Skylight company will 


take the following roles: Pa- 
tricia Craig as Violetta, Rich- 
ard McComb as Alfredo and 
Sol Zitron as Alfredo's father, 
Gemont.

Growth' Claims Zoe

NEW Y O R K 
(AP)-Zoe 


Caldwell, ready ever to go 
anywhere to tackle any role, 
isn't 
flabbergasted 
by a 


Broadway triumph. 


"I feel this is just part of 


my continuing growth," she 
says, and politely pooh-poohs 
any suggestion there are no 
more thespic mountains to 
climb. 


"I expect I'll be doing odd 


parts in many places until my 
carr-^r ends—which will be 
when I'm dead." 


Although little known until 


now by New York audiences, 
the small, thin-faced actress 
has earned a formidable hin- 
terland reputation since arriv- 
ing o:. these shores seven 
years ago from her native 
Australia via England. 


"I think sitting in success at 


too early an age is an unwise 
thing," she e x p l a i n s . "I 
haven't wanted to settle in 
any place with a lovely coat 
of 
admiration. 
That might 


have happened in many spots 
—but whenever I felt on the 
verge, 
I immediately 
took 


off." 
. For the next year, ticket- 
buyers at the Hayes Theater 
willing, her emotive variety 
will be on display in "The 
Prime of Miss Jean Brodie." 
The play, based on a Muriel 
Spark novel by Mrs. 
Jay 


Allen, concerns a mettlesome 
S c o t t i s h schoolmarm who 
strives to teach pupils more 
than mere book knowledge. 


Her own strong mentor was 


Winifred Movelly Brown, to 
whom she went for speech 
lessons as a youngster back in 
Melbourne. That was a few 
years after her first public 
performance 
in 
a 
moppet 


dance troupe when 34 months 
old. Now she's 34 years old. 


Miss Caldwell's mother was 


a Gilbert-and-Sullivan trouper, 
the only trace of show busi- 
ness in her heritage. Her 
father was a plumber. Both 
are hale septuagenarians now, 
living Down Under not far 
from her brother, a dental 
technician. 


"I 
grew 
up during the 


depression and we didn't have 
much money,'" she recalls. 
"But around the corner from 
us was a large family and 
they sort of adopted me as a 
mascct and sent me to dance 
classes." 


By age 9 Zoe — "Me mum's 


name. It means 'life' in Greek 
and I pronounce it to rhyme 
with "ohj" — was in "Peter 
Pan," and at 11 had her own 
radio program. At "absolutely 
the right time," which was 18, 
she joined a professional rep- 
ertory company. 


By 24, "a big fish in a little 


pond," 
Miss 
Caldwell 
was 


forwarded to England under a 


TebruaryTajSM 


grant from Australia's arts- 
promotion fund and was as- 
signed as an apprentice to 
Str atf ord-upon-Avon. 


Among her initial chores 


was a four-line bit in "Per- 
icles," which Tony Richard- 
son, 
a whimsical 
director, 


"built up into a big shmear." 
The board of governors vetoed 
his idea of having her carried 
onstage nude, but what was 
left of the performance was 
distinctive enough to impress 
Tyrone Guthrie. 


At h's behest, with a tour to 


Russia in-between, Miss Cald- 
well returned to Stratford for 
a second season. Among the 
visiting stars were 
Charles 


Laughton and Dame Edith 
Evans. 


"We fought terribly, which 


was absolutely marvelous,"' 
she says of Laughton. "He 
taught me so much." Dame 
Edith became her paragon 
—"she's as modern as tomor- 
row and is the most sensuous 
actress I know. That is, she 
uses her senses all the time. 
She can make an audience 
know something is silk just by 
the way she touches it, with- 
out a word. I hope I have 
something of that." 


Miss Caldwell made her 


North American debut with 
the Stratford, Ont., Shake- 
speare company, summoned 
by Michael Langham at Guth- 
rie's suggestion. 


In addition to several return 


trips there, Miss Caldwell has 
appeared at Minneapolis, Chi- 
cago, Toronto and Winnipeg, 
hardly pausing for a deep 
breath between commitments. 


The fact that she's garnered 


enough glowing notices over 
the years to bulge a fat 
scrapbook —"I just read re- 
views enough to get a rough 
idea of the good word.'; but I 
stop to study the 'howevers' 
and 'buts' "—didn't keep her 
from 
accepting 
a 
standby 


assignment on her first visit 
to Broadway. That was in 1965 
when for a few performances 
she replaced Anne Bancroft in 
"The Devils." 


A year later she returned in 


a two-playlet display by Ten- 
nessee Williams, "Slapstick 
Tragedy." which lasted one 
week but won her a Tony 
award for the best supporting 
actress performance of the 
season. The critical superla- 
tives she garnered this time 
outdid such earlier acclaim. 


All very nice, but there's 


still that next challenge some- 
where up ahead. 


"What makes me a healthy 


member of society is I'm an 
actor. And like anything that 
makes a p e r s o n 
happy, 


whether it's alcohol, drugs or 
anything else, I'm willing to 
do 
anything to get 
what 


makes me happy. I think that 
actors who complain and go 


to analysts just aren't doing 
enough work. 


"I don't think it is ever the 


place of a performer to say 


Zoe Caldwell 


what kind of actor he or she 
is, or to judge a theater, 
director or part as wrong. 


"It's just like life—if you're 


busy making such judgments 
all the time, you miss out on 
a lot of the accidents that 
help you grow." 


Young Massey Faced Challenge as Coward 


For eight months, Daniel 


Massey lived the character of 
Noel Coward on 20th Century- 
Fox sound stages and natural 
settings in New York City and 
London. 


Chosen to play the fabulous 


actor, playwright and com- 
poser in Robert Wise's road- 
show musical, "Star!," Mas- 
sey made his first trip to 
Hollywood and started out to 
portray Coward by having the 
hairline at the sides of his 
head raised materially and 
sitting down for daily lessons 
at playing the piano. 


But if he did present an 


impression of the 
fabulous 


Coward with amazing perfec- 
tion as many attest, he did 
not charge pell-mell into the 
role, which is one of the major 
co-starring ones with Julie 
Andrews, who plays Gertrude 
Lawrence. 


"I set out to bring Coward 


to me rather than me reach- 
ing out for him," he explains. 
"The desired approach was to 
absorb him and not let him 
envelop me. Certainly, he has 
certain Distinct gestures but 
our plan was to incorporate

them into my own personal- 
ity/' 


Massey fought shy of any 


effort toward impersonation. 
"An o u t - a n d - o u t imitation 
would have meant a mere 
surface impression," he points 
out. "The Frank Gorshin type 
mimicry is a fine art but they 
cannot get underneath the 
person personified b e c a u s e 
there is sc little time to do so 
in that field." 


Actually, 
if 
Massey 
had 


strived to look like Coward, it 
would have required a monu- 
mental job in make-up since 
this slim, handsome young 
actor with aristocratic air and 
gracious manners is, as the 
slangsters have it, the "spit- 
tin' image" 
of his father, 


Raymond Massey. 


While working one day with 


Julie Andrews, someone pro- 
duced a 1946 picture of Ray- 
mond Massey with Gertrude 
Lawrence while they were co- 
starring in "Pygmalion." Pho- 
tos 
of Julie 
and 
Massey 


looked more like Gertie and 
Raymond Massey than Gertie 
and Nod. 


It 
is interesting that 10 


years after Raymond Massey 
did Henry Higgins in that 
play, it became a musical and 
Julie ndrews soared to star- 
dom in what had been Miss 
Lawrence's straight role as 
Eliza Doolittle. 


A further 
coincidence 
is 


demonstrated by the fact that 
on the day this picture came 
to light, Julie and Massey 
were doing a scene 
from 


"Private Lives."' When it pre- 
miered originally in 1930, co- 
starring with Miss Lawrence 
and Coward was 
Adrienne 


Allen, Daniel's mother. At the 
time, Dan was not yet born. 


Since Daniel Massey later, 


at the age of 12. played Noel 
Coward's son in the movie, 
"In 
Which We Serve," 
it 


seemed natural that he run 
away in the race for the 
coveted role of Coward in 
"Star!" 


"Actually, Coward had ap- 


proval of the actor to play 
him and he submitted a list of 
names, including mine,'' re- 
veals Massey. "I was tested 
three times before I won the 
part. I went to visit Coward 
who never gave a bit of 


advice about how I should 
play him. His attention was 
directed at my hair. 'Too 
bloody long — cut it,' he 
demanded." 


Massey s t a t e s that he 


sought the Coward role ar- 
dently because it was 
an 


acting challenge and not to 
launch a Hollywood career. 
Confessing that he naturally 
views big roles commercially, 
he is possessed with a love of 
the stage and hopes never to 
leave it. Once he finished his 
last scene 
in "Star!," he 


jetted 
to London to start 


playing 
Jack 
Worthing in 


"The Importance of Being 
Earnest." 


Again there is that chal- 


lenge he loves. "That play is 
one of the most difficult to 
do," he says. "Oscar Wilde 
can't survive bad acting as 
can Shakespeare." 


Massey believes this is the 


age when acting is a delight. 
He says he grows more eager 
to act every year. "I really 
never decided to act until 
after I'd finished college in 


England even though as a j 
child I was constantly im- 
' 


mersed in the theater rather 
than being protected from it," 
he says. "My older sister 
went on the stage long before 
I did. At college, I thought I 
wanted journalism but I was 
in a couple of plays and 
concluded I'd give acting a 
try." 


This "try" consisted of him 


heading for a small town to 
be in a stock company where 
he appeared in a play a week 
for a year. 


Being a super-star is not his 


goal. "When you are there, 
you face restriction," he ex- 
plains. "The public eventuaUy 
indicates the thing they want 
you to stick with for ever 
after. 
I'd rather 
have 
a 


chance to experiment and the 
right to fail.'' 


He smiled, then: "To show 


you 
how well we try 
to 


portray the humaness of Noel 
Coward, there is an early 
scene where I do an audition 
for a producer and am reject- 
ed. The thought of Noel Cow- 
ard ever failing is a little 
startling, isn't it?"

Outdoor Daytime Game Show 


By Don Royal 


With ABC's " T r e a s u r e 


Isle," television has its first 
outdoor game show ... and 
also its wettest. 


The five-a-week daytimer 


sprawls over an acre-and-a- 
half of Florida scenery, in- 
cluding what is perhaps the 
largest man-made lagoon in 
the world. In addition to some 
two million tons of water, the 
lagoon contains two tropical 
islands — one for puzzle- 
solving, the other for treasure- 
hunting — and an aquatic 
obstacle course. 


Other elements include the 


sun which, thus far, has been 
extremely cooperative. 
"I t 


wouldn't dare offend the Flor- 
ida Development Board," said 
Sherman Adler, president of 
MacArthur Productions, which 
put the open-air package to- 
gether. 


"Treasure Isle'" airs week- 


days on ABC (ll:30-Noon.) 


"For years, television game 


shows have been stuck in the 
same four-walled studio rut," 
Adler continued. "We asked 
ourselves why. If adventure 
series, like 'Gentle Ben.' 'Bo- 
nanza' and 'I Spy' thrive in 
the fresh air, why shouldn't 
game 
shows go outdoors, 


too?" 


The result of this thinking is 


one of the zanier half-hours on 
television, during which con- 
testants race such 
aquatic 


contraptions as rubber rafts 
and plexiglass rowboats be- 
tween coral shoals, frantically 
fish for pieces of a giant 
jigsaw 
puzzle, 
search 
for 


buried treasure on an island 
where Jon Hall met Dorothy 
Lamour, a n d 
occasionally 


dunk each other in the briny. 


Behind this free-for-all is 


one of television's most un- 
usual 
impresarios, 
million- 


aire J o h n D. MacArthur. 
Brother of the late playwright 
Charles M a c A r t h u r , and 
brother-in-law of actress Hel- 
en Hayes, MacArthur founded 
an insurance-banking empire 
in Chicago during the 1930s. 


The financier's headquar- 


ters is the Colonnades Beach 
Hotel, behind which had been 
a wide grassy lawn, facing the 
Atlantic. This was chosen as 
the site for "Treasure Isle" 
and soon a convoy of bulldoz- 
ers and steam shovels were 
scooping out the lagoon. 


Meanwhile, a creative team 


was assembled to work out 
the game that would send 
contestants scurrying through 
the lagoon in an attempt to 
win such prizes as a two-week 
vacation on the French Rivi- 
era or a full-length sable coat. 


Included were Adler who, as 


President of Ivan Tors Televi- 
sion, had been instrumental in 
getting "Gentle Ben" 
and 


"Cowboy in Africa" on the 
air; 
producer-director 
Paul 


Alter, ex-director of 
"The 


Price Is Right" and "To Tell 
the Truth"; and Mario Lewis, 
originator of the Perry Como 
and Ed Sullivan shows.

The show origi- 
nates from Palm Beach Shores, Fla. 


room and screening room, 
housed in two tractor-trailer

Broadcasting Company. Mac- 
Arthur leased the whole she- 
bang and announced it would 
be permanently b a s e d in 
Palm Beach Shores. 


"The networks need room to 


expand," he said in typically 
succinct style. "I 
have a 


hunch they're going to expand 
down here . . . and I want to 
be ready for 'em." 


All that remained was to 


choose a host for the new 
series, and here again, unor- 


thodox ruled. John Bartholo- 
mew T u c k e r , an ex-high 
school English teacher, who 
had never appeared on a 
network show, was tapped. 


"For 
months we'd 
been 


looking for the right man," 
said Mario Lewis. "I personal- 
ly interviewed more than one 
hundred top emcees, but, in 
retrospect, they all blended 
into the same personality — 
suave, handsome, smiling and 
dull." 
Then WNDT, an educational 


television s t a t i o n in New 
York, celebrated its fifth an- 


niversary with a nightly series 
of on-the-air birthday parties 
featuring such hosts as Mar- 
garet Truman 
and 
Victor 


Borge. Assisting them was 
Tucker, a whimsical young 
man with the casual air of 
someone who had walked into 
the studio by accident and had 
to pass the cameras to reach 
the exit. 


Tucker's role included so- 


liciting contributions for edu- 
cational television, a chore he 
performed with reckless good 
humor. "Come on, folks, send 
in a few bucks or this station 
may 
go off the 
air 
any 


minute," he told viewers, who 
responded by pledging hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 


Mario Lewis responded as 


well. Phoning WNDT, he was 
asked for a pledge. "Actually, 
I'm calling to speak to John 
Bartholomew Tucker," he re- 
plied. "I want to offer him a 
job as host of a new network 
series." 


The operator was not im- 


pressed. "I'm sorry, sir, we 
can only take pledges," she 
replied "Fifteen dollars and 
you receive our monthly pro- 
gram guide. Twenty-five dol- 
lars and you also get an 
album of great readings from 
the classics." Finally, Lewis 
made a $25 pledge and was 
put through to the surprised 
young announcer. 


Tucker's good fortune fol- 


lowed a haphazard career, 
including a summer 
as a 


migrant pea-viner for a frozen 
food company, a season as 
advance man for the Ringling 
Brothers and Barnum and 
Bailey Circus and an unsuc- 
cessful fling at playwriting. 


"Finally, I settled down in 


what seemed a secure niche, 
teaching English at Oceanside 
High School on Long Island," 
he recalled. "But every so 
often, I'd hear a disc jockey 
and think to myself, 'Heck, I 
can do that.' So one day, I 
walked into the principal's 
office and announced I was 
quitting to become a radio 
announcer." 


Packing 
his 
family 
into 


their jalopy, he drove through 
New England, 
stopping at 


each 
small-town station to 


ask, "Anybody here looking 
for 
an announcer with no 


experience?" Finally, he land- 
ed 
a 
job in East Long 


Meadow, Mass., which led to 
another job in nearby Spring- 
field. 


"I figured that was the big 


time," Tucker admitted. "Aft- 
er all, they were paying me 
$50 a week." But Tucker's 
casual style quickly garnered 
enthusiasts, and, in the next 
few years, he moved on to 
Baltimore and San Francisco. 


Finally, he headed back to 


New York in hopes of landing 
a network showcase. "That's 
the irony of this series," he 
explained, "I had to come to 
New York to get on one of the 
networks ... f r o m Palm 
Beach Shores, Florida."

Hocks, w h o ccstars with 
Frank Converse and Jack 
Warden in AB.C's Manhattan- 
based "N.Y.P.D.," is a quiet- 
voiced, gentle-mannered man 
of 30 whose complete dedica- 
tion is to the theatre. 


"I'm an actor," he interpo- 


lates frequently in. the course 
of some expression of thought, 
much the way other people 
drop in the phrase, "I be- 
lieve," or, "in my opinion." 
Other times, to make it more 
forceful, Hooks says, "I'm a 
stage actor." 


But in "N.Y.P.D." Hocks is 


a television actor in a cops-, 
and robbers "half - hour and 
while it is a pleasant living, 
and he is recognized when he 
walks down the street, his 
heart lies where there is that 
old proscenium arch—and his 
enthusiasm is directed to giv- 
ing other young performers 
an even better chance than he 
had to make the grade. 


Hooks is a Negro, and while 


a Negro in a nonsterectyped 
television role is no longer a 
rarity, it is 
still 
unusual 


enough so that in any conver- 
sation the talk eventally gets 
around to the subject. 


In the past fcur cr five 


y e a r s , television networks. 
producers and sponsors have 
been 
employing mere and 


more Negro performers. The 
first big breakthrough came 
when Sheldon Leonard cast 
Bill Cosby as half cf his "I 
Spy'" starring team. 


"Regulars" in established 


series include Greg Morris cf 
"Mission: Impossible," Hari 
Rhoades of "Daktari." Ni- 
chelle Nichols cf "Star Trek." 
and Sammy Davis Jr. had his 
own series for a time. 


"Sure, things are better," 


Hooks said of Ihe Negro-TV 
situation. "But it's still token- 
ism. It's still a gimmick. If 
one 
Negro is 
cast 
in 
a 


television series it's a gim- 
mick. Even an all-Negro cast, 
like Pearl Bailey's Hellc Dol- 
ly; great as it may be. is still 
a gimmick. 


"If you are going tc have a 


r e a l l y integrated television 
show, you must go much 
farther. No TV show is really 
integrated until you have a 
Negro producer. And I'd like 
to be a producer." 


In 
his 
television series, 


Hooks plays a level-voiced, 
polite Jack Armstrong-ish sort 
of police officer, so it was a 
sort of shock for some view- 
ers to see him in the premiere 
program of educational televi- 
sion's "PBL." He acted in— 
and directed—a savage, slash- 
ing satire on white-black rela- 
tionships called "Day cf Ab- 
sence." 


The one-act play, by Doug- 


las Turner Ward, was net a 
critical success on television, 
but Hooks' involvement show- 
ed a side of the actor the 
public outside New York knew 
little about. 


Whe<. Hooks was signed by

"N.Y.P.D." producer David 
Susskind, he 
was 
already 


about as busy as a young 
bachelor could be. He was 
rehearsing with Leslie TJg- 
gams in "Hallelujah, Baby!'' 
and working with his Group 
Theatre Workshop, still his 
first love. 


The Group Theatre Work- 


shop came out of Hecks' cwn 
struggles to find a place for 
himself on the stage. He was 
born-in Washington, D.C., and 
when he was growing up, his 
large family was on reliei fcr 
long periods. But even in 
school, he was attracted to 
the theatre 
and 
eventually 


studied acting in Philadelphia, 


fri 1958, after seeing the 


all-Negro "Raisin in the Sun," 
he decided to try New York. 
After seven lean months, he 
finally replaced one of the 
"Raisin in the Sun" actors. 
parts_on and off Broadway 


—came along, but Hooks nev- 
er forgot his hungry period 
when he wondered if there 
were a place for a Negro 
actor. 


Thus, four years ago, he 


gathered together seven young 
Negroes interested in acting, 
and the Workshop was born— 
in his downtown Manhattan 
apartment. 


Out of it grew Ward's "Day 


of Absence" and other socially 
conscious and 
controversial 


plays which were produced 
far off Broadway. But the 
Workshop expanded into the 
Negro Ensemble Company—it 
remains a part of it—that 
recently received a $434,000 
grani and will produce fcur 
plays. 


Hooks, in this area operates 


as a producer-director-actcr 
and, most important, teacher. 


"I don't see anything wrong 


with plays that try to reflect a 
truth," he said. "I don't see 
anything wrong with plays 
that show anger. But I think 
that a playwright also has a 
responsibility to make his 
point without bludgeoning the 
audience."
